SCOTTISH WOMAN DOC- 
TOR, WHO WENT TO 
THE BALKANS DURING 

THE GREAT WAR TO FIGHT 
FOR THE LIVES OF THE 
WOUNDED, IS STILL THERE 
—FIGHTING TO SAVE THE 
LIVES OF CHILDREN. 

This was the dramatic story 
disclosed by a report which ar- 
rived last week at the London 
offices of the Save the Children 
Fund. 


For 20 years, Dr. Katherine S. Mac- 
phail, a graduate of Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, has lived in exile to supervise 


the hospital she 
founded at the end 
of the war. 

“To begin the 


hospital with noth- 
ing and to carry it 
on for 20 years has 
been a difficult and 
often discouraging 
task, but the results 
have fully justified 
the effort,” she 
writes in the report. 


“Apart from its 
medical work, the 
hospital stands for 
something more. It 
is an emblem of 
friendship which Dr. Katherine | 
reaches beyond the Stewart Macphail 
boundaries of nationality." 

An official of the Save the Children 
Fund told me:— 


“Dr. Macphail went to Serbia, now 
part of Yugoslavia, with the first unit of 
the Scottish Women's Hospital in 1914. 

“Instead of coming home after the 
Armistice, Dr. Macphail, knowing how 
much the country needed medical help 
of every kind, decided to stay on. 

“Twenty years ago she started a chil- 
dren's hospital in a disused Austrian 
barracks—the only undamaged and un- 
occupied building in Belgrade at that 
time, 

“ The work was carried on there until 

1934, when, with the help of Queen 


Marie of Yugoslavia, a modern building 
with 50 beds was opened at Kamenica. 


Now, the woman who exiled herself for 
selfless devotion to healinz can point 
with pride to the fact that in 20 years 
more than 170,000 sick children have 
passed through her hands, and nearly all 
have become “healthy, useful and self- 
supporting citizens.”

SEIZED 
BY NAZIS

T IS NOW REVEALED THAT 
A MYSTERY MAN FOUND | 
DYING UNDER A “ METRO” 
TRAIN IN PARIS WAS OSCAR 
KAUFFMANN, THE * COTTON 
KING ” OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
KNOWN AS THE “JIMMY 
WHITE” OF HIS COUNTRY. 
Only a few weeks ago, Oscar 
Kauffmann, who had cornered 
the entire textile trade of his 


country, arrived in London almost 
penniless, his mills, warehouses 


and assets having been seized by 
the Germans. 

Though he was fifty-two years sf! 
age and without capital. Kauffmann| 
hoped for a come-back. but he found | 
that London financiers who, pre- 
viously, would have trusted him with | 
millions gave him the cold shoulder. 
and finally he was refused an exten- 
sion of his permit to remain in| 
England. - 

He went to Paris to interview other 
financiers, but the result was the same. | 


BROODED IN SECRET 

He disappeared from view, keeping out 
of the way in his modest apartment, and | 
brooding over his plight and that of his 
family who, with the exception of a son | 
who accompanied him to England, had 
been left behind in Prague. | 

On the night of his death he left the | 
hotel, saying that he would not be more 
than half an hour. A few minutes later 
a man was seen to fall from the plat- 
form of a Metro station close to the 
hotel. He was still breathing when 
rescuers got him from under the train 
half an hour later, but died before 
reaching hospital. 

The career of Kauffmann bore a close | 
resemblance to that of the late Jimmy 
White. Like him, he was of humble 
origin and had started work early in one 
of the mills he was afterwards to own. | 

Every penny he could save out of his| 
scanty earnings he put aside with the 
firm determination that one day he 
would be wealthy enough to ensure a| 
comfortable existence for his parents and 
himself. 

When he had accumulated a little 
capital he induced others to stand in 
with him and then embarked upon his 
plan for cornering the cotton trade. 

He realised his ambition and was 
many times a millionaire. Like White, 
he had irons in many. fires and spent 
lavishly, as though there could not pos- 
sibly be an end to the magic touch that 
AM to turn everything into gold for 

im. 

But he reckoned without Hitler and 
the confiscation of his wealth without 
hope of compensation.

I am too wise to scoff at Nella's pre- 
dictions, no matter how amazing or 
incredible they may seem.

—bitter experience—has taught me the 
folly of failing to heed her warnings. 

For years now she has never failed to 
forecast many months in advance every 
event of major importance in my life. 

Nella Webb, who once danced in a 
Broadway chorus for George Lederer,

discuss it in detail or to offer anything 
but general advice. But there is no 
doubt at all that this frightened. un- 
happy woman ought first of all to con- 
fide in her husband and that then both 
of them should make a clean breast of 
everything to the authorities. 


For the law is the law, and hard 
cases won’t alter it. On the other hand. 
for all the ruthlessness of the Means 
Test and the inadequacy of relief which 
provides for the baresi subsistence. the 
law itself does make allowances for cer- | 
tain special hardships. i 


And I think it possible that if this 
family is paying a very high rental and 
cannot find a cheaper home, the scale 
of relief might be increased. Indeed, 
large numbers of the workless are fore- 
going part of their clear rights because 
they don't know what they are entitled 
to and do not ask for information. 


What ought to trouble the public 
conscience and the Government’s—if 
governments can be said to have con- 
sciences at all—is not the one case, but 
the many; not the details, but the 
general principle. 


For it is not enough that a thin 
trickle of public money should be 
escaping into the labour market from 
the golden stream of armaments; nor 
yet enough that we should be prepared 
for war. 


We need to be prepared for peace. We 
need to know that there are no hungry 
or under-nourished children in all the 
land and no home left that is desolate 
in its grinding poverty. 


Maximums And 
Minimums 


N a newly published 1939 edition 

of “ The Home Market," there 

is a mass of carefully compiled informa- 

tion about the people of this country 
and their wealth or poverty. 


Some of the facts given are startling. 
For instance, the average family income 
is £7 5s. 5d. and yet millions of wage 
earners have to manage on three 
pounds or less. 


Moreover, half the nation's total 
wealth is owned by one two-hundredth 
of the population! Even if you put 
“riches” at the modest figure of ten 
pounds a week, there is only one family 
in nineteen qualified to be called 
TRIC” 


Don’t you feel that there is something 
grotesque about these maximums and 
minimums? Don’t you think that there 
must be something wrong about such 
extremes of wealth and poverty? 


How can we regard ourselves as a free 
and happy and justice-loving people 
when so much wealth is in so few hands 
and there are women among us driven 
to break the law by toiling secretly for 
their children’s food? 


Because we must; because the hope of 
peace is largely founded upon our 
strength in a peaceful purpose; we are 
now making tremendous sacrifices and 
impressive efforts to reach a position 
in which we need fear no aggression.

OT a word, so far, about 

foreign affairs? It seems 
strange, I admit, but the fact is that 
the “men of destiny" seem to be 
marking time just at present. 


Moreover no news, or little of it, must 
be regarded as good news in modern 
Europe. “Man o the” People" con- 
tinues to think that there will be no 
war and is encouraged in this belief by 
recent developments. 


But, in common with a great many 
other people in every Party, or of none, 
he would be relieved. to learn that 
Britain and France had concluded a 
solid agreement with Russia. 


Actually negotiations are now at a 
deadlock, cr so one gathers from the 
Premiers latest statement in the 
House. Russia wants a formal alliance, 
Britain would prefer a system of 
guarantees against what might be 
called "third-party risks" in Poland 
and Rumania. 


Evidently there is too much haggling 
over details either on the part of our 
Government or on the part of the 
Soviets. The situation is “ delicate," of 
course, but the business of diplomats is 
to deal with delicate situations. 


For. weeks now proposals have been 
met by counter-proposals, and each new 
suggestion by a counter-suggestion. 
Too much “ counter ^; too little “shop.” 


Everybody assures us that both sides 
are wiling. If that be true, why don't 
they strike à bargain? And strike it, 
to change the metaphor, while the iron 
is hot?

Miniature 
Geraniums 


By RICHARD SUDELL, F.R.H.s. 
HE stand which interested me 
most at Chelsea Flower Show 
was that of a geranium specialist. 
In addition to the well-known 
types of geraniums an entirely 
new race of miniature pelar- 
goniums was shown. 

These attractive little plants 
are the result of nearly forty 
years’ work in -hybridising and 
selection. They have scented 
leaves and are said to be immune 
to attacks of white and green fly. 

The plants are like miniature 
geraniums but the blooms are 
shaped like violas in little 
clusters. 

Geraniums used for summer 
display in beds should now be 
hardened off in readiness for 
planting out. All types prefer 
a sunny position but do not re- 
quire a very rich soil; beds that 
were manured last autumn need 
no fresh manure, but a dusting of 
bonemeal before planting would 
prove beneficial.
